Coulter followed this up with Redskin, and 
to show what a good fellow he was landed the 
maiden two-year-old race with his Deceiver— 
Ida Walton colt, Trickster. Redskin's price 
* was always about 3 to 5. It was a royal price 
too, and Redskin leading his field from start to 
finish won, pulled up from Indra. Redskin is a 
real hot horse right now and when he runs a 
true race there is hardly one at the track that 
can boat him. 

With “velvet’’ in stock the trio thought fit to 
unload on Trick- ter, which they did at 7 to 10 
and less. He got off well and led all the way. 
He was hard pressed on the end by Mr. Eastin. 

Me Hugh rode a strong race on the winner. 
The colt wanted to stop badly at the sixteenth 
pole. 

So far all Roller had been doing was to bet 
the money, but now came his chance to perform. 
Clay had the mount on Percy and Peter is real 
good himself nowadays. So Peter was backed 
after a conference by the trio. Incidentally 
Percy was included at 3 to 1. The imported 
horse was at his best and going to the front 
early, won as he pleased. 

Admetus seemed in a soft spot in the last race 
and the public played him at 6 to 5 and even 
money, but the best he could do was third, 
Olivia L wiuning with a bit left from Jersey 
Lad.
